A Journey Through Time 



"Sometimes late at night I imagine I can hear the train pull 
into the station in Elmira. In my mind I can recreate sights 
and sounds of Vacaville in 1906. I'm standing in the old town 
hall looking out the front window straight up the steps of the 
high school. College and Main Streets are busy with people 
going about their daily tasks. Ulatis Creek flows by separat- 
ing me from the high school. It is spring and the orchard that 
surrounds the school is in bloom. The school, just a decade 
old, looks like a castle with a tower. If I listen really hard I can 
hear the students reciting Latin verbs and reading literature 
aloud. Carl H. Nielsen is the principal and the faculty has 
four members. It is the first year that Vacaville Union High 
School had a yearbook-the Vientes Espitadores-not to be 
called the Ulatis until 1909- 

"1906 was the year of the San Francisco-earthquake and 
fire. I remember prictures printed in the Vacaville Reporter 
of burning buildings and the articles telling about all the 
destruction. We used to go to San Francisco by train in about 
two hours. We'd catch the train in Elmira-the big city of 5000 
people. I can see the ads in the yearbook- Vacaville Mercan- 
tile Co., Edstrom's Ice Cream Soda, Reed Drug Co., etc. I still 
laugh at the silly things we wrote in the yearbook. Each of us 
who graduated that year-eighteen in all-wrote a quote to be 
put by our senior pictures. 

"I watched Vacaville Union High School grow old as I 
did. In 1907 and 1942, a yearbook was not published. Every 
other year they managed to scrape together the money and 
resources to publish the book. Some years the pictures were 
pasted in, during the Depression the book was printed on 
stock paper at the Vacaville Reporter, and the cover was not 
hardback until the 1940's. I remember waiting anxiously to 
see and read each new edition of the Ulatis. In 1935 I watched 
as the two-story brick building and gym were erected south- 
west of the school. My view from the town hall was blocked 
some. By the mid-50's there was nothing left to see-the 
buildings had all been torn down or had burned. A new high 
school had been built in the early-50's. 

"Now when I stand at the window of the old town hall, I 
see Andrews Park through a thick growth of trees and 
bushes. Ulatis Creek still flows by. I am waiting to read the 
new Ulatis." 

The vear is 1983. The Ulatis is celebrating its 75th anniver- 
sarv-its DIAMOND ANNIVERSARY. It contains sights 
and dimensions of years gone by. including the 1982-8} 
school vear-not soon to be forgotten. 
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"I graduated from high school in 1938. We thought we knew so much of life when in fact 
we knew so little. We left our "castle" on the hill sure that we would never forget our Latin 
verbs nor the endless number of algebra problems we did. But we forgot. 

"I remember the football games and cheering until my throat was hoarse. The things I 
remember from school have nothing to do with school. Our 33 member band, of which I was 
a part, played everywhere: the Solano County Agricultural Fair, now the Dixon May Fair; the 
Winters Youth Day Celebrations; basketball and football games; the Christmas pageant; the 
musical; and lots of other places. The pieces we played are still in my mind and I hum them 
occasionally. I was in the Olympia, of which membership in was the highest athletic honor for 
girls. I still have the dress I wore to the senior ball, yellowed though it is from the years. We 
left right after the senior ball (at 4 a.m.) for three days in Yosemite. These are the things I 
remember of high school." 

Likewise the classes of 1983, 1984, and 1985 will remember what they did those school year 
weekends and long afternoons after school. They will remember the clubs they participated 
in, the drama productions and the musical, homecoming, the senior prom, playing in the 
band, singing in the choir, working on the yearbook staff, the dances, and everything special 
that happened to them.

At Vacaville High School, the name Larry 
Nelson has become almost synonymous with 
wrestling. When Nelson first began coaching 
wrestling in 1962, Vacaville was still part of 
the Golden Empire League.

His teams went 
on to win the Delta League nine consecutive 
times. When Vacaville High School began 
Monticello Empire League play in 1977, the 
wrestling team won the league and has con- 
tinued to do so since then. 

Nelson began his career in athletics at an 
early age. In high school, he once did one 
thousand consecutive push-ups without a 
rest. Also while in high school, he placed 
third in the 1948 Olympiac Trials. He went on 
to win the Wisconsin State Championship in 
wrestling three times and was the Big Ten 
Champion at the University of Michigan 
twice. 

Born in Bloomer, Wisconsin, Nelson re- 
ceived his Bachelor's Degree from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in 1952 and his Master's 
from Marquette University in 1954. He and 
his wife, Betty, were married in 1953. After a 
year of teaching in Winthrop, Washington 
and two years in Ephrata, Washington, Nel- 
son joined the Vacaville High School teach- 
ing staff in 1958 as an English teacher. 

Nelson's tremendous success as a wres- 
tling coach has been attributed to his ability 
to adapt to changing times, his innovation of 
new high school wrestling techniques, his 
knowledge, his dedication, and his incredible 
motivating power. Fred Jones, assistant wres- 
tling coach, commented, "Coach Nelson's 
program has been a model to many of the 
area's coaches. He is the most respected 
coach in the league and one of the most 
respected coaches in Northern California."
